References are in the form: month/page and cover the period 
January to December 1991. References to supplements are given a letter coding. By looking down the month/page column of the 
subject entry Supplements, the same coding can be found and thus the appropriate supplement. For example: under Medium-term 

notes is the subheading Yankee market and Rule 144A, with the reference May/S56. Turning to the subject entry Supplements, and 

tracing down the month/page column, reference can be found to May/S1-S64 against the supplement entitled Capital markets. Thus, 

information on the subject can be found on page 56 of the 64-page supplement to the May issue.
